The request by Lard Roberts that 
the first Canadian contingent should 
remain in South Africa beyond ‘the 
term of their enlistment is the great- 
est compliment that has yet been paid 
them. Smooth reading despatches are 
all very well, but they may be written 
to hide rather than to tell the real 
opinions of the commander. But when 
the jrequest is made for continued ser- 
vice of such a small body of troops 
forminz part of such an immense nume 
ber, it oan only mean that the man 
sa selecéed have proven themselves at 
least thoroughly satisfactory in the 
work in which they hays been engaged. 
The request shows more (than that, 
Unless Lord Roberts had rsasen to be- 
liave thalt the men would arcede to the 
request he would not have made it. 
No one knows the extent of the compli- 
ment better than he, and he would cer+ 
tainly not have paid it if it were not 
certain to be responded to, That the 
men are willing to stay and continue 
the present arduous campaign to a 
finish speaks more for their devotion 
to the imferial cause than the first of- 
fer for their servires or even the actual 
services which they have since renderu 
ed. They have satisfied curiosity, they 
have faced danger, they bave reaped 
glory, Nothing remains now but 
greater danger and harder krocks (than 
have yet been faced. But now is the 
time when the knowledge that they 
have gained, and the knowledge that 
hrs been gained of them will bei most 
wvhluable. This is the time when their 
best services can be rendered, and 
anxious as they are to see home again, 
and although vy the terms of their en- 
listment they could not be compelled 
to stay, there is no doubt that stay 
they will and with a.good heart.

THE GALLAGHER-HULL Ci). 

The Gallagher+Hull Co. have com- 
menced an active fall campaign in the 
bacon trade. They commenced slaugh- 
tering a few days ago and have en- 


larged and improved their premises on 


the south side so.as to handle a much 
larger trade thar ever before. A new 
20 horse engine and boiler has been 
installed giving a total engine power 
of 35 horse power, a new engine room 
has been built, the slaughtering room 
has been raised a story, the lary imn& 
calpacity is being doubled, a new brick 
smoke house 12x22, in two compart- 
ments is under way, antl preparaitions 
ere being made to add a cold storage 
building 40x40 two stories high with 
basement. The basement walls will be 
of brick and the upper structure of 
frame. The basement and upper shell 
will be completed this fall and ice tak- 
en out this winter. The cold storage 
fittings will be put in next spring. 
When Mr. Gallagher put up his 
buildings three years ago they seemed 
to be far in advance of the require- 
ments of the district, but the trade has 
grown with the ability to handle it, 
until now the original capacity is 
more than doubled throughout, -and 
from present indicaitions will be fully 
taxed to handle the trade offering. 
Formerly hogs were only offered for 
sale in tha fall and early ‘winter, after 
the crop of the season was threshed 
and could be fed. Now, however, the 
district is far enough advanced that 
grain is held over from year to year, 
and hogs are brought in more or Jess 
allsummer, The shipment of live hogs 
from Edmonton during the’ durrenit 
summer is estimated( to be worth fully 
$35,000, and the season for delivery of 
hogs is Only opening. The live ship- 
ments went to Kootenay and Calgary. 
Their amount is an indication of the 
value of the markets of the Kootenay 
ta the farmers of Edmonton. A great 
deal of the cured bacon also goes ‘to 
Kootenay; and this has brought about 
an important Ghange in the character 
ai the trade. At first when ithe 
northern trade was the only outiet, 
large fat hogs were most wanted, The 
larget and fatter the better, Naw 
smaller animals with a larger propor- 
tion of lean meat bring the highest 
prices. The demand is for the same 
class of hogs here as in the East! 


It would e{ difficult ta over estimate 
the advantage which the establishment 
of this pork curing industry has been 
to Edmonton. The ready cash market 
which it has afforded the farmer for 
the damaged grain and waste <(pro- 
ducts of the farm has had not a little 
to do with the great prosperity and 
rapid grawthi of ‘this district. By pro- 
viding the market and handling the 
business so thflt{it gifewl with the growt 
th of the country Mr. Gallagher at 
first and now: the Gallagher-Hull Com- 
pany, have helped others while help- 
ing. themselves.

PRESSED BRICK. 

P. Anderson opened his second kiln 
of pressed brick on Moriday. The re- 
sults of the burning are very good, 
although it is only the second trial 
and the weather has been unfavorable. 
This was a test kiln and a number of 
varieties of clay were tried and results 
carefully noted, Samples of the build- 
ing brick and also of the foundation 
brick are now on view in the window 
af the Bulletin office, and have been 
very favorably commenited on, The 
building brick is of good color and is 
larger than the ordinary ‘unpressed 
prick. It is 878x41-4x21-2 inches. 
The foundaltion brick is of lighter col- 
or and somewhat smaller, In this dis- 
trict where stone is searce brick must 
be the principal material of permanent 
huildings, and it is a good thing to 
have the various kinds of clay tested 

different methods for different pur- 
ai Founfation brick jwill be a 
great necessity here for all time, and 
the production af a good article for 
this purpose is a great advante in the 
building trade. Part of Mr. Anderr 
son’s experimental burning includes 
samples of terra cotta and, : pottery 
ware showinjg a very fine grain. The 
property is purchased from the estate 
of Mr. Kenneth Magdonald at the east 
end off town and is on the level above 
the river valley. The brick making 
outfit is very complete, power. being 
furnished by a 30 horse power engine. 
The capacity, of the machine is 16 to 25 
thousand per day of ten hours, ~ At 
present Mr. Anderson is burning with 
wood, but he is preparing to burn with 
coal, of which thers is a mine directly 
under his brick yard. Another small 
kiln will be prepared and burned’ as 
soon as the weather permits; Myx, 
Anderson is entitled to great credit 
far his enterprise in putting in such 
an expensive brick making piant, and 
his success will meaim quite a -stelp{ jn 
advance for the district.

Mr. Irvine left for the 
south on Wednesday.

‘During the visit of Lord and Lady 
Minto ito the Yukon His Excellency 
wes fresented with a statement of 
grievances felt by the people of the 
Yukon, which closed with the followh 
ing petition: 

Whereiore. your {petitioners \ pray 
that Your Excellency will take means 
to bring before your advisers and the 
parliament of Canada: 

First—The necessity for immediately 
coing away with or at least greatly 
mocaning the present royalty tax on 
go'd mi ned in the Yukon territory. 


Sacond— The necessity of preparing 
roids and brilges and affording free 
means of communication within ~the 
Yukon territory. e} 


‘Third—The necessity of opening for 
lovation to free miners all carts of the 
Yukon territory owned. by the govern- 
ment which are iit for placer mining. 

Fourth—The necessity for reducing 
the present fess for free miners’ cerii- 
ficates and fer recording and renewing 
placer mining claims. 

Fifth—-The necessity of altering the 
hydraulic mining regulations so as to 
secure for the free miner the right 
to locaite, record and work any ground 
which is fit for placer mining, whether 
aovered by a concession or not. 

Sixth—The adoption and enforcement 
o° sush mining regulations as will en- 
courage to the utmost the prospector 
iivst, the miner second, and the in- 
yvestor third, and throw open the coun- 
try for the fullest and-freest develop- 
ment. 

Seventh—The necessity of granting 
representation to the people of the Yut 
kon of at least two members in , the 
House of |Commions: ot Canada. 

Eighth—A legislative council wholly 
elected by the citizens of the Yukon 
kerritory. 

Ninth—The necessity of putting the 
liquor trade of this territory under 
such regulations as ta subject it to the 
laws of trade and insure commercial 
freedom, 

Tenth—Establishment ef proper 
€ourts anid 2 coutkt qi appeals in and for 
the Yukon territory. 

Eleventh—The necessity of securing 
or establishing a free British port of 
entry on the western coast of America, 
within rearh' of the headwaters of the 
Yukox river, in order to encourage ‘the 
trade and commerce betweer the Yu- 
kon territory and the cther portions 
of the ‘Dominion’ of Canada.

FROM TROOPER REID. 
The following letter has \been re+ 
weived by Mrs. Geo. A. Reid from{ her 


sen, with the Mounted Rifles. The 
letter is written on July 2lst from 
25 miles east of Pretoria. In part, 
the letter states: ; 
“We went out «yesterday under 
Lieut. Chalmers to burn prairie and 


do some scouting about three of four 
miles east. I was on the extreme 
left flank and was fired at from about 
@ quarter of a mile off, the bullett 
going about 30 feet behind me. We 
sav, the Boers ini force on the opposite 
ridge, and that is where we expect 
to encounter them when we march. 
Generals French and Huiiton are now: 
on the right flank. Three or fourndays 
ago Liewt. Moody and four men, of 
whom I was one, “ere sent out to 
scout the ridge that we burnt yester- 
day, We exterded about fifty yards 
apart and headed right for the summit 
of the bridge. We were within 150 
yards af the top when we saw three 
men in th egrass watching us. Apt 
parently they didn’t kuow whether we 
were Boers or British. We stopped 
and watched them’ and saw them wake 
uip a fourth man, They then took up 
their rifles and let go, the bullets com- 
ing pretity close, As soon as their guns 
went off the whole ridge seemed alive 
with them, about 25 or 30 shots being 
fired at us before we got down) out of 
sight. The pony 1 bad, (and have yet) 
was just about played out like mest of 
them; and oJ course I was away behind, 
wetting the biggest share of the scare. 
Luckily we got off all right, You 
can’t imagine the quee:” feeling a man 
experiences heading for a kopje feeling 
gure someone has a bead on you from 
behind a rock and just waiting til] 
you get near enough to let go. 

The weather is gettting a little warm 
er now at nights so we doi not suffer 
so much, and sleep and feel much bet+ 
ter accordingly. We are doing patrols, 
scouting, etc., every day; It is very 
monotonous. Calpt. Cuthbert read out 
a telegram from the Queen to Lord 
Roberts regarding a representative 
squad of men from each regiment of 
colonials being sent by way of the old 
jeountry on their return to take part in 
the parade and! be reviewed by Her Ma- 
jesty. We were asked, those that 
wanted to go direct to Canada, to 
step forward. Noone responded so we 
wili either all go, the boys say, or none 
at all, : 


The Boers have sent .their women 
and children in to Pretoria from the 
laagers, so they mavt intend to put 
up good scraps. We hope they will as 
we are all sick of movirg here, there 
and everywhere and not being able ito 
catch them. We had a scrap Monday 
and Tuesday in which two lieutenants 
were shot dead and one :aan and four 
wounded while passing over this ridge 
we are on, The New Zealanders lost 
25 captured and some wounded. ‘We 
oecupied the ridge that night. The 
enemy knew we wefe up thera and 
were afraid of the “cursed Canadians” 
as we killed and wounded quite a num¢ 
ber, about 25 being killed right here 
on the kopje. We are living pretty 
well yet, being able to eommandeer 
quite alot! from! the farm houses, get- 
ting eggs, chickens, meal, etc., I am 
looking forward to a good trip home. 
Weijust' have 100 men now out of our 
whole battalior, so that shows the 
hardships we have gone through. How- 
ard has transferred his Colt gun to 
our battitalion, saying he wants to be 
with men who want to scrap: and not 


run away, as some of the others did.”

‘Pretoria, Sept. 1.—French has suct 
ceeded in liberating about 2,000 pris- 
oners. The British operations east 
of here have been delayed by the fog 
thait prevails in the mountains. Small 
batches of prisoners are being cap- 
tured daily both ta the north and east 
Scattered parties of snipers annoy the 
railway occasionally. Steyn has 
joined. Kruger, The columns of Ma+- 
hon and Ian Hamilton Joft for the 
east to-day, De Wet’s force is aqn- 
camped ona hill sowth of Nylstroom, 
but the whereabouts of DeWet him 
self is uncertajn One report is that 
he has gone to meet Kruger. Another 
is that he is at Pietersberg, andj stil] 
another has itt that he has left for the 
‘southwest. Frenich' executed a, brile 
liant flanking movemenit and is now 
aii Doarhock, overlooking Waterval- 
hoven. The forces of Paget and Hich- 
man are still in the north, Buller is 
occupying Helvetia.

SCRIP AT BATTLEFORD. 
Star, Aug 20th. 

The scrip Commissioners have com- 
pleted their labors in this part of the 
country and departed for Princa Aibert 
on Monday afternoon from whente they 
will go ddwn thei river to Cumberland 
House. They issued foréy-nine scrips 
at Onion lake and twerty at Bresaylor, 
including ten land scrips issued at the 
latiter Place which were retained for tite 
present by the Commissioners. During 
Monday forenoon several claimants for 
scout and home-guard, scrip were heard 
and their applicatiors taken. On the 
‘whole,considering the very meagre evi- 
dence often given,the decisions of the 
Commissioners have been very impart- 
ial. A local celebrity, Jo2 Mistyneuw, 
was a matterial witness in many of the 
eases heard here and made a pretty 
good thing ont of it financially, al- 
though his conscience if he has any, 
must have given him many'a twinge, 

Many cases have been reserved fof 
the decision of the government, and 
these, (together with the scouts will 
likely come up again nexti year, when 
iti is 'td be hoped that they will be set-

Winnirez Tribune: The employees 
af the C. P. R. shops from Fort Wil- 
Jiam to the ccast, who went out on 
strike one month ago, returned to 
work at 1 o'clock to-day. The sche- 
‘dules of ths machinists, the allied me- 
chanics and the boiler makers were all 
signed late last night, and the men 
would hava s'arted work this morning, 
but notice conld not be sent to all in 
time, ‘ 

The number to commence work is 
about 650, divided as follows: Winni- 
peg shops, 300; other parts of .Gen- 
eral Superintendent Oborne’s  divi- 
sion, Fort William to Laggan, ineciud+ 
ing the Crow’s Nest Pass road, 100 

to 150, and west of these points, in 
General Superintendent Marpole’s 
division, about 200. : 

The only matter now, in dispute is 
the raite of wages to be paid the 
machinists, and this will- be settled 
by arbitration, Mr. J. A. M. Aikins, 
arbitrator for the C. P. R., and Presi- 
dent O’Conneil, of the Machinist’ In- 
ternational Union, will meet this aft 
ternoon to try and select the ‘third 
arbitrator.

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A LETTER HOMF. 

Trooper Lowry, Straithona Horse, 
in a letter from Greylingstad, July 
13th, says: “Here we are in the heart 
of the enemy's country. We = sleep 
with our boots on, or at least are 
eu'pposed, tio, anid to be on ‘the safe side 
have three Maxims outside our tent. 
‘About 300 of the regimgnt went out 
with Gen. Clery’s brigade yesterday, 
leaving about 100 of us with a large 
ronvoy and field hospital and the re- 
ranants of a regiment to hold, the posi- 
tion. The Bosrs are qmiite plentiful: 
aud plainly in sighiti from the hill, but 
they keep well out of range. The 
Strachbonas’ were in the brigade that 
marched towards Standertun  yester- 
Way, They got only about four miles 
last night as the Boers were tronble- 
some. This morning the boys had a 
holt little scrap. We watched proceed- 
ings from’ our big hill and saw. the 
firld guns come into action and drop a 
few ‘shells among the \enemy. The 
Boers then retreated from their posi- 
tion helter skelter on their horses, 
with the Strathconas’ in hot pursuit. 
We hwven’t — heard - results yet. 
Trooper Lowry then recounts the aft 
fair at the Spruit where the Boers at- 
‘tacked while the Canadians were wat- 
ering their horses. _He says: ‘The 
bullets simply tore up the mud and the 
dirt all around and among us. We 
Saw we had about lost connection with 
the main column and so we mad mn 
dash for a “hpyise about 500 yards off. 
About. 20 meni were late ana the Boers 
were coming night down on them just 
as one of our Maxims arrived. The 
boys ran it through the back door and 
commenced operations .through the 
front door when the Boers turned tail, 
hut not before they left nine of their 
pumber on the ground and a number 
of other wounded who got away. Later 
they got even by taking six of our 
boys prisonerae when they went sccut- 
ing, This is the nature of the warfare 
the enemy are now, engaged in, going 
about in small commandos, not worth 
while, for a, column tp pursue,

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THE NEW RAILWAY. 
Lethbridge News. 


Lethbridge will soon have yet an- 
other railway running intoit, for 
although the new raod now under 
ronstruction starts from’ Stirling, it is 
hutia branch of the Alberta Railway 
and Coal Company’s line, and the 
trains running on it will undoubtedly 
run, from and into the town as one of 
the terminal points, the company’s re- 
pair shops, &c., being situaited here. 
This cannot but prove’ to be a benefit 
to our town and another link ia the 
chain of destiny tending to confirm 
and strengthen the position which we 
now occupy as the premier town of 
Southern Alberta. As in gravitation 
the larger mass attracts the smaller 
(particles, so also in the .growth of 
tewns dces a similar law appear to 
prevail, Given a town with a popu- 
lation of 2500, the terminal point of 
two lines of railway, and on the line 
of a great (transcontinental . railway, 
with the largest coal mines in; ithe 
Northwest, excellent educational facil. 
ities, aud other adjuncts of urban life, 
the advantages which such .a town 
would offer to the manufacturer and 
mechanic—as against a smal] town or 
village obscurely situated and with 
comparatively poor railway facilities— 
are obvious and need not be dilated 
julpon, The farmer, tdo, if he is wise, 
dues not from choice make his home on 
the prairie fifty miies from nowhere, 
and the nearer he locates to a town 
where he can dispose of his produce at 
a, good. prive. either for local consump- 
tion or wholesale shipment to outside 
markets the more valuable will both 
his land and produce become with 'the 
growth and settlemeut of the town and 
district. No town can have too many 
Tailroads running into it, and Leth- 
bridge is no exception to the rule. The 
prosperity and growth of almost every 
town in the country appears to be pro- 
jportionaite to the extent of . country 
tapped by ‘the railway or railways 
munning into it—the more numerous 
the feeders, the larger the town, ap- 
pears to be the rule, Tha ultimate 
destination of the other end of the new, 
line is Swift Current, a mining camp 
in Montana, close to the international 
boundary line, tapping on its way 
thither Magrath and Cardston. As 
the railway uns through the district 
watered by the irrigation canal, there 
is na dowbt; but that considerable farm 
produce will be shipped from points 
along the line to that camp, which is 
at present without railway communi 
cation and devoid of agricultural sur- 
rounding, but the bulk of the produce 
after the home consumption has been 
provided for, will certainly be shipped 
through Lethbridge to the mining 
towns of British Columbia. We have 
already oae wholesale jobbing and 
commission house doing a large busi- 
ness in the Kootenay country, and 
with the growth of great quantities 
of farm produce within a few miles of 
town, this business offers prospects of 
large development.

The down condition of the grain in 
this district has given occasion to ‘pert 
sans Of an inventive turn of mind ito 
davise means for raising the grain so 
that it can be cult. At the present 
time a number of the blacksmiths in 
town; are employed on a device the in+ 
vention of F. E. Guthbert, which has 
this purpose. It is am attachment to 
a, binder, and consists of five pices. of 
iron bar to each machine. Each bar 
is doubled bark so as th make & sharp 
point, and so that the two ends will 
be \six inches to a foot apart. Ona of 
the: eads is fastened toa guard of the 
binder so thajt/ the point projects about 
tiwo feet beyond the guard and in the 
same direction. The other end of the 
har is then about six inches above the 
table. Each of the five fixtures forms 
aijwedge the poiot of which passes un- 
der the grain,and the thick part forces 
the straw high ‘enough off the ground 
for the reelfto catch it by the time the 
cutter bar reaches it. Those who bave 
seen the invention in operation say 
that it is very successful in all cases 
except when the grain is lying direct- 
ly away from the machine. It is 
claimed that the use of this appliance 
will make it/ possible to cut even badly 


down grain at Teast on three sides in: | 


stead of only on one thereby losing 
only a quarter of the timie instead of 
haif as is the case when the cutting 
can only be done one way. With or 
without the use of this appliance, the 
smoothness of the ground makes «®, 
grealt deal of difference to the success 
of the cutting, If the land has been 
rolled even the unaided binder can 
pick up most of the grain by. cutting 
dane way. But if the land is rough and 
iumpy it is very difficult to get the 
grain, and what is secured is not in as 
good condition. : ;
